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Is it unfair to say that the Jews crucified Christ? But just at this time the Salvation Army came to but knowing nothing of Christianity, were ordinarily 
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of the priest to flee. A little later he was hunted 
out of town for-his immoral practices. 

Often at night Bettex slept in wet clothes, with 
head on saddle. On one occasion when riding alone 
on the pampas where for days he had not seen a sin- 
gle person, his horse suddenly stumbled and threw him 
in such a way that his foot was badly hurt. Only 
gradually as the pain receded did he realize that his 
horse was gone. He saw him at a distance grazing, 
put as soon as he approached it galloped away and 
finally was out of sight. After Bettex had lain a 
long time in his pain crying to God in his heart, the 
evening shadows having fallen over the plains, the 
horse suddenly reappeared and allowed his master to 
mount. This he did with great difficulty. It was 
not until long after midnight that he was able to reach 
human habitation. 

Later the cavalry of the Army was transformed 
into artillery. In other words he secured an old cart 
on which he mounted a magic lantern. “My dear old 
cart! It is not very stylish but just the thing for 
us” (himself and a Basque convert whose past life 
it were better not to describe). “It often goes to the 
hubs in the mud and climbs steep ascents and crosses 
rivers where the peasants declare that at last the end 
of ‘Salvation’ is in sight.” In this cart he traveled 
in overpowering heat and biting cold. During three 
days he lay under it to escape a terrific sand storm. 
From it he drove a fidurishing trade in New Testa- 
ments and Salvation song-books. The people were 
kindly and hospitable but given to drink, gambling, 
and knife-play. 

“I have laid my life on one map,” he wrote at this 
time in a letter, “and that is South America. The 
Christian has something to do. Like his Master, he 
is a warrior in the great battle between light and dark- 
ness that is lasting not only three days, as the battle 
of the nations did at Leipzig or the Hunnenschlacht 
(“battle of the Huns’), but six thousand years on 
this earth, and it will last still longer. And the more 
truly a Christian is a Christian the hotter rages the 
battle about him. All Heaven and hell take part in 
his fate. Here there is no place for amateur Chris- 
tians. It is a fight for life and death. That which 
fills us with such colossal admiration for Paul, the 
Reformers, the Huguenots, and the rest is that they 
fought a life-and-death fight, they and their wives 
and children. This it is that raised them to the level 
of the prophets and God’s men of the Old Testament. 
Heaven does not fall down into our laps. It does not 
fly into our mouths like a roasted dove. Few are the 
martyrs on whose heads crowns have lighted while 
they were asleep. Their preparatory school has even 
been sorrow, suffering, poverty, solitariness, persecu- 
tion, jand the true, patient, year-long fulfillment of 
duty.’ 

Bettex wrote of the neglect of Bible study and 
added that it is one of the first duties of Christians 
to deny themselves artistic and intellectual pleasures. 
“Spiritual growth is attained by learning to say no 
to all the thousand influences of the world that are 
not bad in themselves, but simply take the place meant 
for Jesus and therefore are deadlier than arsenic and 
strychnine. Not bad in themselves! God forbid! 
They compete with Christ. This is their evil. I pro- 
pose to know nothing but Jesus Christ and him 
crucified !” 

His ideal was that of the hundred and forty-four 
thousand who follow the Lamb whithersoever he goeth. 
He dedicated himself to the single life that he might 
the better endure the hardships of Christian pioneer- 
ing. He had long determined to follow the Lord Jesus 
in poverty and homelessness. He wrote to General 
Booth in 1902 that “the Lord called him to the life 
of a Christian tramp, without a cent in his pocket and 
with no other home than the King’s highway and the 
Father’s heart.” ‘My resting-place in the night shall 
always be the poor man’s hut or the open plain, as my 
Master’s was. Hear, thou general of the Salvation 
Army. I raise my hand to Him who lives eternally 
and. swear that I will fight it out along this line. And 
I challenge thee, brother in Christ, and thy staff- 
officers and privates; in fact, all Christians: Come 
and follow me as I follow the Master with the staff of 
the pilgrim, according to the royal law of the apostle, 
forward to the conquest of the world to Christ. The 
time > fulfilled, the kingdom is at hand, and the Lord 
is nigh, 

He left the Army, he tells us, very unwillingly and 
only that he might live an even more ascetic life than 
the devoted Salvationists lead. He might have said 
with Paul, If we are beside ourselves it is because 
the love of Christ constraineth., He wandered with- 
out money or baggage from Argentina through all 
South America, through Central America, and through 
Mexico until he reached El Paso. This on foot and 
without once taking a train! At this point his strength 
failed him and he was forced to ride to Missouri on 
the railway. During the whole toilsome journey he 
preached the Gospel, and because of his wide command 
of languages was nearly everywhere able to witness to 
Christ. This he did with the glow of an intense de-

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votion. In his hand he bore a red banner with the 
inscription, ‘““The World for Jesus.” 

How often did he spend the nights in the open 
country or in the deep forest, exposed to dangers from 
wild beasts and hunger! Without a penny in his 
pocket he trusted wholly to the Lord to whom he had 
surrendered himself without reservation.. He related 
many instances of God’s providential care. Thus once 
in the high passes of the Andes he found himself all 
alone miles from habitations, hungry and exhausted. 
He wrapped himself in his mantle and lay on the 
ground. After two hours’ sheep he suddenly awoke 
and found beside him a basket with fruit and bread 
such as the natives in that region eat. This he dis- 
posed of and traveled in the strength of it until he 
came to a distant house. re 
_In St. Louis he joined a humble group of Chris- 
tians and for the first fourteen days lived like Diogenes 
in an empty piano-case in the court of a house, evan- 
gelizing in the daytime. During the winter of 1906 
he taught Hebrew in a little theological college in 
Iowa. Contacts with Chinese in his long wanderings 
in the Americas turned his thoughts to China. He 
went thither and thanks to his remarkable linguistic 
gifts was soon at work evangelizing out from Canton. 
His support he gained by giving private lessons in 
English, French, German, and Spanish to the young 
business men of the foreign concessions. But this tied 
him too closely to one place and he felt the burden of 
evangelizing remoter points. He conceived the plan 
of earning his living by selling cheap watches in the 
interior and preaching as he peddled them, and hoped. 
to find Chinese Christians who would undertake with 
him this method of self-support. He had circulars 
struck off, on one side of which were the words, 
‘Every Chinese a Christian’; on the other, ‘For every 
Chinese a watch.” But few were the Chinese who 
cared to enter on such a life of discomfort and self- 
abnegation. Nor had Bettex reckoned on the extreme 
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curiosity of the natives. The watch crystals were 
pried off and the works soon became unworkable. He 
persisted a long time with the experiment but finally 
abandoned it to teach in a school at Kayin, evangel- 
izing in his spare hours with his red banner on which 
was wrought a cross of gold. 

It was war-time and foreigners were watched with 
suspicion. One day he had been preaching to hundreds 
of traders in the market places of several villages. 
When night came he had no money with him and he 
crept into an empty boat which lay on the river bank 
near by. He laid his bag of Bibles and books in the 
boat, washed his clothing and then took a bath in the 
river. But the Chinese pastor of the village, hearing 
of his presence, found him and took him into his own 
home for the night. And in fact he received much 
kindness in his last months from Chinese Christians 
who honored his self-abnegation and devotion. 

The last time he was seen he was traveling on foot, 
his heavy bag of books slung over his shoulder and 
the red banner in his hand. Its golden cross shone in 
the morning sun. He was going along the railroad 
to Schong-pin. He had been advised to abandon his 
evangelism for the present because of the disturbances. 
This he declined to do. 

He was never seen again. Was he taken for an 
enemy trooper by one of the sentries on the railway 
and shot? Or did some robber think that he had in 
his heavy bag some other more valuable treasure than 
New Testaments? No one knows. 

Every imaginable search was made for him by Chi- 
nese Christians, the missionaries, and the consular 
agents. Without result! At last it was learned that 
he lay buried six feet under ground, three bullet holes 
in his breast. The villagers had found the body in 
the water and had hastened to hide it as deep as pos- 
sible from European eyes lest the responsibility of his 
death should fall upon them. It now lies in a peaceful 
cemetery outside Canton. 





Dr. Kelly’s Reply to a Modernist 


Some weeks ago Dr. Howard A. Kelly, the Chris- 
tian surgeon and author whose testimony to the old 
faith is a blessing to so many, received a letter from 
a well-known Modernist clergyman asking for co- 
operation in a large religious organization of which 
this clergyman is the head. Dr. Kelly’s reply is sig- 
nificant and valuable, and The Sunday School Times 
welcomes the opportunity of publishing it: 


“I write, thanking you for the courtesy intended in 
asking me to join the , to explain the impos- 
sibility of any such intimate joint work as such an 
association would demand. 

“Our positions, as I understand them, on the great 
basic truths of our faith are as far apart as nadir 
from zenith. It is my profound and unalterable con- 
viction from the experience of a lifetime and from its 
observed effects upon the spiritual life and well-being 
of others that the Bible throughout, in the most pro- 
found sense in which it is possible to conceive it, is 
the Word of God to man. 

“While I see in the Old Testament record the grad- 
ual unfolding of God’s great purpose in preparing men 
for the coming of his Son, 
in any other than a figurative sense. I find the Old 
Testament a picture gallery crowded with wonderful 
prefigurations or types of him who was to come— 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 

“I believe when God created light that it was spe- 
cifically the most perfect and wonderful figure in the 
whole realm of nature he could give his intelligent 
creatures whom he wished to bring closer to the God- 
head of Jesus Christ soon to appear as the Light of 
the World. And so in type do I find him written 
in large letters on all the pages of the Word: in 
Noah’s salvation in.the ark, in the lives of patriarchs, 
remarkably in Joseph’s life, in Moses as a figure of 
that Prophet who was to come, and above all in the 
sacrifices of Leviticus, and so on throughout, includ- 
ing all the prophecies, Psalms, and other writings made 
sacred by this holy content of the Lord Jesus who was 
in the bosom of the Father until his advent. 

“I believe that Jesus was miraculously born of a 
virgin, thus uniting*his Deity to our humanity forever 
—the Lord God Most High become one with the low- 
liest of his creatures. My faith not only accepts but 
rejoices in the miracles manifesting his power and his 
glory and his compassion for our lost and suffering 
humanity. 

“I find in the Gospels fathomless wellsprings, ever 
new and refreshing, daily revealing to us the purposes 
of God. I see clearly that Christ’s one great regnant 
purpose in coming was to go to the cross to bear the 
sins of the whole world, to offer himself a propitiation 
for sin, our Substitute. Without his sacrificial death 
as an expiation of our sins and for sinners, the whole

Word of God, including the Old Testament so abund- 
antly honored in its fulfillment in the New Testament, 
becomes utterly meaningless and futile. It is the most 
profound conviction of my life, now not distant from 
its close, upon which all my hopes rest, that I shall 
see our God and Father and his Christ and my loved 
ones who have gone on ahead of me; it is, I say, my 
unalterable conviction that all these assurances and 
blessings come to me and to all Christians by the way 
of the cross, which is ever before me. 

“Need I add, then, my assurance that this mortal 


body will rise again, having put on immortality, and : 


seeing my Lord Jesus Christ I shall finally reach my 
goal in being transformed into his image, and my body 
being made like unto his glorious body. 

“I rejoice, therefore, in his resurrection, the sub- 
stantial ground of my hope, his gift of his Holy 
Spirit, — my mentor, my guide, my teacher, and the 
Spirit of love who broods over my naturally cantanker- 
ous, rebellious, lustful human nature and by his diyine 
alchemy, wrought by the way of the cross, ever draws 
me to the foot of that cross as the one great effective 
source of all blessings now and through the ages to 
come. 

“The longer I live, the more increasingly wonderful 
becomes the cross, that via crucis, as our only way of 
salvation. 

“Believing these precious truths, I see with the eyes 
of faith our Lord Christ seated at the right hand of 
the Majesty on High, the place of honor, power, and 
glory, waiting until once more in the fullness of the 
times he shall, come again to raise the bodies of the 
saints from their graves and begin his glorious mil- 
lennial reign on earth toward which all history is 
tending. 

“Holding all these settled and unalterable convic- 
tions, these precious doctrines or dogmas, if you will, 
I rejoice in them daily and ever seek grace to live as 
one who has put off the things of the flesh and has 
put on Christ. How imperfectly, alas, I succeed -in 
representing him only those who know me in the inti- 
macies of our daily lives can testify. Nevertheless, as 
he has enjoined forgiveness of our fellows until sev- 
enty times seven, so the resources of infinite grace to 
the penitent suppliant are inexhaustible for the home- 
journeying pilgrim who strains his longing gaze ever 
toward the Celestial City and its King and all the 
saints who dwell there. 

“I write in that spirit of love which unites me to 
all for whom Christ died, to all who are also called 
to this great life in him, imparted by his Holy Spirit. 
The love of Christ seems to draw me especially to 
those who differ, as I believe we do on these vital 
questions, hoping that our Father will give us grace 
to see these profound truths alike, when we shall place 
our whole confidence in him who is the Way, the 
Truth, and the Life, the root and offspring of David, 
God’s sacrificial Passover Lamb.” 
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passed along, were wont to say, “There goes the 

man who has been in hell.” I have lately looked 
into the eyes of a man who has been.in Heaven, and 
he found Heaven where most would have found a 
hell —in a Bolshevist criminal prison. He is quite 
an ordinary looking person, nothing very striking 
about his appearance or demeanor, a plain, humble, 
modest man: but, hear him talk of his experiences, 
listen to the tones of his voice as he tells exultingly 
of the way the Lord sustained him, lock into his face 
as he speaks of his joy in Christ, and you feel that 
you are in the presence of a very saint of God, a true 
martyr, one of whom the world is not worthy. : 

The special occasion to which I have referred was 
at a late stage of a long imprisonment for the sole 
crime of preaching the Gospel without a permit from 
the authorities, a permit that they would not give the 
minister simply because he was one of the bourgeoisie. 
This good brother had been invited by the people of a 
certain colony in the Caucasus region to preach to them ; 
there were really two adjoining colonies, consisting of 
three thousand homesteads or families. A hall was 
taken holding about nine hundred people. . The first 
evening the place was crowded and eighty persons 
professed conversion. Many children were impressed, 
and the following day started to sing and pray in the 
school —a Bolshevist, atheistic school. The school- 
master drove them away; they then went into the 
courtyard and continued to sing and pray; driven 
from the courtyard, they went to the cemetery for 
their devotional exercises, but were ultimately driven 
from there. Brave children these, for it is forbidden 
by law to teach them religion, The schoolmaster, 
after clearing the children out of the cemetery, came 
home and found his own house filled with children 
singing and praying! 


Preaching in Court and Cell 


Our brother continued his meetings. The following 
evening, the authorities had arranged a theatrical per- 
formance to keep the people away from the meeting, 
but, instead, the theater was empty and all the people 
came over to the meeting. The surprised actors came over 
to see what was taking place. One of them came into the 
meeting, and, calling out, “What sort of people are 
these?” fell down crying for mercy. The following day 
‘the authorities passed a resolution to send a telegram 
to the G. P. Y. (the head of the Secret Police Serv- 
“ice), saying that this: man had turned the people mad, 
affecting the inhabitants of two colonies with hysteria. 
The military Commissar was appointed to bring the 
resolution of the magistrates and close the meetings 
without delay. Our brother, whom we shall call Mr. 
M., was in the pulpit when the paper was handed to 
him. He laid it aside and said to the Commissar, 
‘“How will you appear before God? Don’t you see 
‘how the people are listening to Gotl’s Word, and if 
you do not kneel down and repent of your sins and-be 
converted like these people, you will perish.” The offi- 
cer was so surprised that he fell on his knees and in 
‘great fear began to cry for mercy. After the meet- 
ing, armed officials came and arrested Mr. M. but 
permitted him to stay at home overnight under guard. 
In the evening, a young convert came along and sang 
“Commit thy way. unto the Lord”: then our brother 
felt, he says, as if he were in Heaven. 

In the morning the pastor of the place, the young 
‘people’s leader, and Mr. M. were brought to the office 
of the G. P. Y. The two others were speedily re- 
leased, but he was examined very strictly, and several 
false accusations were submitted to him for signature. 
He refused to sign them, but instead, wrote and signed 
the following statement: “Above-does not agree with 
facts, for I am arrested only for religious reasons.” 
Next day he was released for five days, but was again 
summoned and locked up. At his examination the 
Commissars asked, “What about your work now?” 
He replied: ‘My arrest is preaching, for I have re- 
ceived, on a slip of paper inserted in a roll of bread, 
information that twenty-six souls have been converted.” 
Two officials of the G. P.. Y. were deeply touched by 
what he said as the examination proceeded and were 
later locked up with Mr. M., giving as the reason for 
their arrest that they had sympathized with him and 
tried to defend him and secure his deliverance. 

In the course of the examination, the Commissars 
said they would punish him severely for his work 
among the children. Mr. M. said, “We are willing to 
die rather than hand over the children to you. All 
believers are ready to die; keep your hands off our 
children, you will never get them.” 

Again, a Commissar said, “What are you going to 
do now in the cell? Can you preach to the prisoners ?” 
He. replied, “Your comrades down therein the cell 


[: IS said that the people of Florence, when Dante 


are already praying to the Lord.” The Commissar 
became very angry, but his prisoner continued, “If 
you would come to the meeting and hear the Word 
of God, yow would soon learn to pray.” He then be- 
came so furious that he turned Mr. M. out and locked 
him up in a solitary cell for a month. From that 
place he was taken to the District G. P. Y. and his’ case 
again considered.. Other. means were tried to move him. 
He was told he would be released if he would sign 
certain articles against the Baptists. Refusing to do 
so, he was offered a large sum of money, and promised 
a regular allowance and a respectable position if he 
would tell. who were the pastors and ministers, who 
were receiving money, who were poor or rich. His 
reply to all was, “I am not a Judas to sell anybody, 
nor am I better than my ancestors who were ready 
to die; but I will never refrain from telling of the 
love of Jesus Christ.” 

He was then taken to a tiny cell, where he could 
only stand in a very damp place for several hours. 
Then: he was put in an unspeakably filthy place for 
twenty-four hours till he almost lost consciousness. 
He was then placed in another cell with thirteen edu- 
cated people, one of whom was the Governor of Khar- 
kov, who was sentenced to death, but later exiled. 
After being: confined there for two months, he was 
placed in the common cell with great crimimals and 
sentenced to death. It seems incredible, but the ob- 
ject of his being put there was that the criminals 
might fall upon him and put him to death. Three, in- 


cluding himself, were put into that cell, and at once. 


the criminals seized upon one, threw him to the floor, 
trampled on. him and broke all-‘his ribs, and he was 
carried away as dead. Then they approached Mr. M., 
laid hold of him and said, “Let us search him,” mean- 
ing to pound him all over first.. He shouted, “Com- 


-‘rades, and all persons who believe in God,” and said to 


the man next him, “Do you believe in God?” where- 
upon they all moved away from him. It seems that 
in every cell, one of the prisoners is recognized as 
chairman, and the chairman of this cell said to the 
rest, “If you touch this man, you will be killed.” They 
then gave him a place on the floor, and here it was, 
as-at the beginning of his trial, that he felt he was in 
Heaven and having the happiest time in his life, telling 
these criminals the Gospel story. 

Two officers who were thrown into the prison to 
be killed by the prisoners were both converted. One 
of these officers, transferred later and released, began 
to preach and was the means of a great revival and 
is now pastor of a large church. Meanwhile, our 


-brother, overflowing with heavenly joy, continued talk- 


ing to these men about Jesus, all seated on the floor 
and listening most attentively. As they came to the 
story of the crucifixion, one cried out at the wonder 
of it. Next cay they asked him to repeat the story 
of the crucifixion; and then a third time he was asked 
to tell it. One of the criminals cried out, “I am a 
murderer, I have killed eighteen people: I confess it 
before you, is. it possible that there may be grace for 
me and that I may find forgiveness?” The testimony 
is that he found peace through Jesus Christ. 


Hide and Seek With Death 


After fifteen days in this criminal cell, our brother 
was told that he was to be banished to the far North, 
to the Solivet Islands in the White Sea. ‘Heavy was 
his heart at the thought that he would never see his 
people again. For more than five months he had had 
no news of them; no interviews had been allowed; no 
information given by the authorities. Many of the 
prisoners had pillows and blankets supplied by friends, 
but he had nothing but sackcloth on the cold cement 
ong yet he had been in heavenly places with Christ 

esus. 

The day came for his banishment. The hour ap- 
pointed was five o'clock. Weeping and praying, he 
had fallen into a sound sleep, when suddenly he heard 
his name called, “Is M. here? Pick up your things for 
libe-ty!” He could not believe it until the man called 
a second time. He said to the officers, “Why do you 
mock me?” but they asserted the truth of their state- 
ment, while the criminals gathered round to bid him 
farewell with tears in their eyes. 

Since that time Mr. M. has been exposed to many 
trials, secretly passing from one Republic to another 
to escape imprisonment or worse, but always preach- 
ing the Gospel and enjoying wonderful blessing. But 
during all his Christian life, he has been, so to speak, 
playing at hide and seek with death. Under the 
old Tsarist régime, he knew what persecution meant, 
and since the emergence of the Bolshevist power, he 
has been in-prisons oft and in perils many. A little 
while ago, heév as able to make his way to Riga — 
how he did -so would be a story in itself —and 





is now rejoicing to find himself in a free country, al- 
though his heart is in Russia. 

A few facts, supplied by this reliable witness, may 
be added concerning the situation in Russia. A meas- 
ure of tolerance in réligious matters is given, for in- 
deed the Bolshevist Constitution affirms that the State 
has nothing to do with religion, though in practice it 
has everything to do with it, and what freedom is 
enjoyed is hedged about by many restrictions. No 
church meeting can be arranged without the permission 
of the G. P. Y. and its approval. Church meetings 
must be held with open doors, atid anybody is free to 
enter, especially anyone from the authorities has the 
right to go in and take part. The authorities indeed 
have a hand in all church matters. No preacher can 
preach without a- special permit from the G. P. Y 
A Baptist pastor will usually have a certificate attest- 
ing his ability to preach from the Baptist Union, but 
that certificate must be approved by the G. P. Y. to 
have any value. A new convert must be registered by 
the government before being allowed to join the 
church. That provision, by the way, is a legacy from 
the old régime, for even after the toleration edict of 
the late Tsar, anyone desiring to leave the State 
church and.join the Baptists:or any other denomination 
had to apply to the civic authorities for permission, 
and had to satisfy them that the step was taken by one’s 
own free will,.and without coercion. Indeed, the old 
system of the former Secret Service Police has been 
taken over by the Bolshevists. 


Purging a Church of Communists 


Not only is this supervision exercised as to the ad- 
mission of members, but: any exclusion of members is 
prohibited by the authorities unless they are satisfied 
as to the reason. My friend told of one church where 
some of the young people went over to the Young Com- 
munists’ League and began to teach atheism and to 
go to theaters and other places of amusement. - The 
church wished to exclude them, but the authorities 
threatened that if they did so, the church leaders 
would suffer exile: Our friend is.a resourceful man, 


‘and he fell upon a plan that saved the situation. It 


was decided to have an extra church. meeting and at 
that meeting to exclude forty of the members, in- 
cluding those Communistic persons. The fact of its be- 
ing an “extra” church meeting, it seems, gave them 
the right to exclude memoers without showing any 
special reason for the action. Most of those excluded 
were “good” members, and the authorities could not 
raise any special objection to the exclusion of those 
whom they favored, since others whom they had no 
inclination to shield were under the same condemna- 
tion. So the excluding sentence was carried out, and 
some time after an evangelistic campaign was held 
when the “good” members were received again. 

All business done in the church must be reported 
to the G. P. Y.; all minutes must be submitted to them. 
It is not an uncommon thing for church members, even 
pastors, to go over to the Communists through fear. 
For one thing, they cannot get work unless they are 
Communists, and when work is scarce they are the 
first to be discharged, and unemployment is very 
prevalent, two-thirds of the workers being unemployed. 
In Moscow: alone there are one and a half million 
unemployed. All brothers and sisters in the church 
lose their rights of voting and have no right to sell 
or buy. Most factories and mills are being closed. 
No permission whatever is now being given for private 
trade. Our friend knows of many who have been ban- 
ished, after having all their possessions confiscated. 
The few who get permission to carry on business have 
ne high rents to pay that it is impossible to get a 
iving. 

When I asked specially about the peasantry, my 
friend assured me that every house, other than the 
merest hut, is nationalized. Ten or fifteen acres are 
given to the peasant. The mansions of the former 
nobility are, for the most part, used for Communistic 
org inizations. He considers that the condition of the 
peasant is much worse than in the old days. On the 
result of his harvest, he has to pay the State from 
twelve to twenty-five percent according to the quantity, 
while everything is heavily taxed in addition — horses, 
sheep, pigs, fowls. The Government sets the price 
for corn. 

Our brother gave some instances that had come un- 
der his notice of the arbitrary way in which punish- 
ment is meted out to the accused. On one occasion 
one hundred believers were arrested; every third man 
was sentenced to be shot. On another occasion three 
Communists were killed, and it was decided that to 
punish the neighborhood one thousand peasants should 
be killed. Every third man on the street was taken 
until the number was made up. As a matter of fact 
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the number was exceeded, and after the execution the 
authorities issued an apology for having shot one thou- 
sand twenty-three instead of one thousand! 

I have passed from the strictly religious side of 
things. Let me come back to it and say that at first 
the Bolshevists rather favored the Baptists, at least 
did not interfere with them. They said that because 
the Baptists helped them to destroy the Orthodox 
Church, they welcomed them. Now, however, for 
some time they have been specially incensed against the 
Baptists, and say they are their greatest enemies. 
Until they put them down, they cannot destroy the 
capitalist system. It is believed that they would mas- 
sacre them all if they were not afraid of the masses. 
Lately, orders have been given to all local authorities 
to do their utmost to prevent all Baptist movements 
and to hinder their services wherever possible. It 
would seem that it is in pursuance of that order that 
two of the brethren in Petrograd, who in December 
last were imprisoned and in February set at liberty, 
have again been cast into prison. In many places, 
baptisms have now to be performed secretly at night. 
That used to be the practice in the blackest of the 
olden days. 

Notices have lately appeared in British and Amer- 
ican papers of these anti-religionists’ confession of 
powerlessness against the recrudescence of religious 
devotion in Russia, and my friend assures. me _ that 
the Government is very much disturbed by the mass 
conversions that are taking place, and is specially con- 
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cerned about the growth of the Baptists. Recently, 
some Government representatives had an interview 
with leading Baptists and in effect said to them, “You 
have increased from eighty thousand to five million. 
You Baptists are so numerous that you could over- 
throw the Government and take the rule into your own 
hands. It is because of you that we cannot give full 
liberty. We would be in danger of losing our power. 
If we allowed free election, you would certainly choose 
Baptists, so would the greater number of your sym- 
pathizers, and they would turn us out, and so we have 
to adopt the strictest measures. While you have in- 
creased so much, we are only as before, seven hundred 
thousand.” 

I close with one instance of how the law affecting 
parents and children operates. The law does not per- 
mit the parents to punish their children as these be- 
long to the State. In a certain family, the children 
were persuaded to go to some Communist meetings. 
One evening the girl came home very late, and the 
mother asked for the reason. The girl cried out: 
“You are not my mother; I belong to the State. You 
have no business to interfere with me. I shall report 
you.” The boy came in and slapped his mother in 
the face. When the Governor got to know of the mat- 
ter, the father and mother were apprehended and con- 
demned to be shot, but the sentence was reduced to ten 
years imprisonment because they were people of “demo- 
cratic opinions.”

XCUSES.—Some of Mr. Russell’s followers in- 
sist that the fact that his prophecies were mis- 

«=f dated by a few years does not really affect their 
truth. But Mr. Russell did not allow for any elasticity 
in the fulfillment of his forecasts. 

He named the exact month of the exact year. 

As the very foundation of his system, he declared 
that the Lord Jesus came to earth in October, 1874, to 
direct the “Harvest,” which was a period of exactly 
forty years, ending October, 1914. With fanatical 
zeal his devotees sowed the English-speaking world 
and many foreign lands with the prophecy that 1914 
would be “the farthest limit of the rule of imperfect 
men.” They promised the full establishment of the 
kingdom of God on earth in 1914. If Mr. Russell was 
mistaken as to what happened at the close of the forty 
year period, he must have been mistaken as to what 
happened at the beginning of the forty years. Mr. 
Russell made his prophecies hang on exact fulfillment. 
In Volume 2, page 243, he says: “For be it distinctly 
noticed that if the chronology, or any of these time- 
periods, be changed but one year, the beauty and force 
of this parallelism are destroyed” (emphasis mine). 

In the face of such a challenge, some one did change 
them. Some one revised the blunders and called them 
thunders. 

Let us hear from God. 

Deuteronomy 18:22 says: “When a prophet speak- 
eth in the name of the Lord, if the-thing follow not, 
nor come to pass, that is the thing which the Lord 
hath not spoken, but the prophet hath spoken it pre- 
sumptuously: thou shalt not be afraid of him.” 

If we ignore this challenge of God and excuse Mr. 
Russell’s mistakes on the plea that he was human and 
his proneness to blunder outweighed his ability to 
thunder, yet- why did the mistakes continue after he 
had “passed beyond the veil” to “manage every fea- 
ture of the Harvest work”? 

Volume 7, issued after Mr. Russell’s death, sets the 
date for the world’s upsetting and the end of the 
Harvest in 1918. In this revised prophecy, it appears 
that republics will persist for two years, for page 
258 says, “Even the republics will disappear in the 
fall of 1920.” - 

Young people will not remember the dire upheavals 
promised before 1914 and later adjusted to 1915, 1918, 
1920, 1921, and, 1925; and, as later editions are already 
being offered to discredit my statements, it would be 
well for older people, who do remember, to commit 
their testimony to the younger generation. I have 
not all the editions, but I have enough to show that 
some statements have been changed twice. 

Since they claim that the Lord Jesus came to earth 
in 1874 to manage the Harvest, and that Mr. Russell 
went beyond the veil to manage the same. Harvest, 
and the management utterly discredits the prophecies, 





ought not his followers to entertain some doubt as to 
the correctness of their doctrines? 


Farcical Expositions,—Not only have their “time- 
periods” utterly failed of fulfillment, so that the cal- 
endar testifies against them, but the expositions of 
Scripture are so trifling that one wonders how nor 
minds could be enamored of such doctrines. I offer 
some sample expositions found in Volume 7 

The evil servant of Matthew 24: 48 is said to have 
been a Mr. Barbour of Rochester, N. Y. (pp. 54, 386). 

The key to the bottomless pit is said to mean the 
key to “nothing” and “nowhere,” and John Wesley 
was given this key (p. 156). 

The tails of the locusts mentioned in Revelation 9: 
3-10 are said to mean Methodist class leaders (p. 159). 

The lice that troubled Pharaoh and Egypt are un- 
derstood to represent The Bible Students Monthly, 
because this publication causes the people of the world, 
the Devil, and the clergy to “scratch their heads many 
a time, wondering how to deal with a plague which 
they cannot duplicate” (p. 238). 

Revelation 18:14 is explained this way: The future 
of the clergy is that in the Millennial Age they will 
have to work for a living, like everybody else! Isn't 
it awful to contemplate? ‘It means an expense of six- 
ty-five cents for an aiarm clock in every preacher’s 
house in Christendom” (p. 285). 

In addition to this expense of sixty-five cents, there 
is a more serious penalty reserved for some of us. 
Page 338 says, “His penalty. will be, when he comes 
forth from the tomb in the Times of Restitution, that 
he will have to read the Seven Volumes of Scripture 
Studies, and get the matter straightened out in his 
own mind.” 

Notice that it will be Russell’s books, not the Bible, 
that we must study. Notice also that Judge Ruther- 
ford’s writings will not be necessary. 

The reader mzy wonder what portion of the Bible 
means that we shall be punished by being compelled 
to read these books. The portion referred to is .one 
of the most solemn warnings in the Word of God, 
Revelation 22:18: “If any man shall- add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the plagues that are 
written in this book.” 

Another verse in Revelation that ought to .put a 
solemn hush on every soul is explained in just such 
a trifling way. Revelation 14:19 and 20 tells of the 
“winepress of the wrath of God” and a river of blood 


reaching sixteen hundred furlongs. Page 230 explains. . 


that this Volume 7 (which is the winepress) was. 
printed at Scranton, Pa., and the sixteen hundred fur- 
longs (which are reduced to twelve hundred furlongs 
for no apparent reason) are said to mean the distance 
from the printing plant to the headquarters in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. To make this distance come out right,. one 
must travel by ferry boat and the Lackawanna Railroad. 
For some years the railroad had a crook in it that 
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made the distance too great, but six years before the 
book was printed, the railroad company expended 
twelve million dollars to make a cut-off that made 
the distance exactly fit the Book of Revelation. 


Methods of Interpretation—On page 128 of this 
same Volume 7, there is this corrected (?) prophecy: 
“There is evidence that the establishment of the king- 
dom in Palestine will probably be in 1925, ten years 
later than we once calculated.” The reader may be 
curious to know on what they base their calculation. 
He may turn to Genesis 15:9 and read the story of 
a heifer, a she-goat, a ram, a turtledove, and a young 
pigeon. The reasoning is in this fashion: 

They decide that the year was 2035 B. C.; on what 
authority, is not given. 

They determine that the total age of these beasts 
and birds was eleven years, though the age of the birds 
is guesswork. 

For purposes of. interpretation, the years are reck- 
oned to have each 360 days —a total of 3,960 days. 

They understand each of these days to mean a year. 

Add 3,960 years to 2035 B. C., and you have A. D. 
1925 —the date of the kingdom of Palestine. 

Simple enough! All that spoiled the method was 
that it did not-happen. 

One weakness of the method is that if the turtledove 
po two years old, the kingdom is not due till A. D. 
2285. 

On page 178, they say that “all phases of Babylon 
will not be disposed of until ten anda half years from 
the fall of 1914” (the spring of 1925). They base 
this hope on certain events in the French Revolution. 


Reasoning in a Circle—Volume 7, page 5, says, 
“The Scriptures show that the seventh Volume must 
be written.” 

How may we know that the Scriptures mention 
Volume 7? 

Volume 7 says so. 

Thus the Bible shows that Volume 7 must be writ- 
ten to show that the Bible says it must be written. 
How can you argue with a logic like that? 

So it is with other astounding interpretations of 
Scripture. They are sure, because the Scriptures 
testify that they are the only people who will be 
able to interpret “present truth.” 

Deity of Jesus Rejected—After reading in Volume 
7 that Mr. Russell for 2,500 years has been a chief 
actor and speaker in the visions of the prophets, and 
continues to manage “every feature of the Harvest 
work,” we may expect to find other teachings char- 
acteristic of outstanding heresy. On page 161 we are 
told that the denominations “deny the central truth of 
the Scriptures,” and this central truth is “that when 
Jesus Christ came to earth, he came as a man only, de- 
void of immortality or divinity, that when he died he 
was as dead as though he never lived .. .” 

Mr. Russell’s Confession—Mr. Russell lived to see 
the utter failure of the prophecies he had set for “be- 
fore 1914.” In a foreword dated October 1, 1916, 
printed in an edition of Volume 2, showing publisher’s 
date of 1923, he says: “The author acknowledges 
that in this book he presents the thought that the 
Lord’s saints might expect to be with him in glory at 
the ending of the Gentile times . . . October, 1914... .” 
He suggests that “the Lord overruled the mistake 
for the blessing of his people,” and that they “can 
praise the Lord — even for the mistake” (italics mine). 
In the next paragraph he says, “We drew a false con- 
clusion, however, not warranted by the Word of the 
Lord.” This is a meager apology for a man who had 
threatened more people in more ways with more words 
than any drawer of false conclusions in human history. 
This estimate is supported by the claims in this same 
book that the total of the editions of the seven books 
is more than twelve million, and the claim in Volume 
7 that they are in twenty languages. 

Other False Conclusions —From Volume 2 (dated 
1903) I select the following from pages 76 and 77: 

“In this chapter we present the Bible evidence prov- 
ing that the full end of the times of the Gentiles, i. e., 
the full end of their lease of dominion, will be reached 
in A. D. 1914; and that date will be the farthest limit 
of the rule of imperfect men.” In the edition dated 
1923 this prophecy is cleverly changed to read, “And 
that date will see the disintegration of the rule of 
imperfect man.” The same volume, early edition, says 
on pages 77 and 78, “The great ‘time of trouble such 
as never was since there was a nation’ will reach its 
culmination and end at that date...” The later 
edition reads, “Will reach its.culmination in a world- 
wide reign of anarchy ...” The date referred to is 
1914. The papacy, which is declared to be “Antichrist” 
on page 361, is named on page 356 for “final extinction” 
“near the close of the ‘Day of Wrath’... 1914.” 
This statement is unchanged in the later edition. 

Volume’ 4, page 625, says: “The beginning of the 
earthly phase of the kingdom in the end of A. D. 
1914 will, we understand, consist wholly of the resur- 
rected holy ones of olden time, — from John the Bap- 
tizer back to Abel,—‘Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and all the 
holy prophets.” On page 619, this resurrection is 
said to be “visible.” This is unchanged in.the later 
edition. . It is another “false conclusion.” It is more 
than a mistake to promise the visible resurrection of 
all the holy ones in 1914. It is more than a mistatra

Repairing the Thunders—Let the reader decide 
whether it is honest to change the dates in these books 
and the things said about the dates and leave the 
public to suppose that they were the original prophe- 
cies of Mr. Russell. Let the reader decide whether 
the seven thunders described in the Book of Revelation 
could by any possibility need to be changed. 

On page 228 of Volume 3 there is a promise that 
the saints will be delivered and the “last living mem- 
bers” will be glorified “before 1914.” In the edition 
of 1923, the word before is changed to after. In the 
early edition of Volume 4, pages 546 and 547, we find 
this: “We have seen that God has set a time for every 
feature of his plan, and that we are even now in the 


- ‘Day of Vengeance,’ which is a period of forty years; 


that it began in October, 1874, and will end in Octo- 


: ber, 1914.” Please note. that it is a set time, exactly 


forty years to a month, and it began in 1874. The - 


edition. dated 1923 has changed the last four words 
to read, “Will end very shortly.” Forty-nine years 


\ 
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after this forty-year period began, they announce that 
it will end very shortly — the longest forty-year period 
in history. And now fifty-three years have passed and 
it is not yet ended. 

Volume 2, page 81, early edition, tells of righteous- 
ness over the world that “can date only from A. D. 
1914.” The later edition reads, “Could not precede 
A. D. 1914.” That is certainly fixing it to stay fixed, 
for no event in the next million years, which hap- 
pens after 1923, can precede 1914. In the same man- 
ner, a prophecy on page 221, that the Jews “will not 
be received back into full favor until 1914,” is changed 
to read, ‘After ro15.” The Jews can certainly depend 
on that. 


Careless Work.—The work must have been done in 
haste or by some one who overlooked important dis- 


- crepancies between Mr. Russell and the calendar, for 


a number of discredited prophecies escaped attention. 
Here is just one that I find on page 153 of the 1923 
edition of Volume 3: “And, with the end of A. D. 
1914, what God calls Babylon and men call Christen- 
dom will have passed away.”

An Efficient Korean Convention 


NE of the most interesting conventions yet held in 

Korea was that at Taiku. There have been many 
big conventions in North Korea where the churches are 
larger and older, but this was the first one ever at- 
tempted in this district. 

The Taiku Station territory is all Presbyterian 
work, the field of one of the twenty Presbyteries into 
which Korea is divided. About three years ago, a 
local Sunday-school Association was organized, and 
a young and active secretary_hired to give his full time 
to the work. Since then the work has gone ahead 
wonderfully. Over-three hundred delegates from this 
field seed the All-Korea National Convention 
in 1926. 

The Convention was entirely planned and almost 
entirely carried out by the Koreans without the help 
of the missionaries. Three of the most outstanding 
Korean leaders of Sunday-school work in the country 
were brought from a distance to help in the teaching, | 
and two missionaries taught and one Japanese pastor. 

The whole Convention was most ably planned to se- 
cure the maximum of value for the delegates and the 
maximum of advertisement for the work as a whole. 
When the delegates came pouring out of the trains 
at the station, the first thing. they saw was a large 
tent set up in the square in front of the railway sta- 
tion, .and there were: beribboned committees for the 
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handling of baggage and guiding folks to their places 
of entertainment and for extending a most cordial 
welcome to all. An auto was on hand for the teachers. 
Most of the other delegates trudged up to the assem- 
bly hall following their baggage. 

On the first evening over a thousand people jammed 
themselves into the church for the opening addresses 
of welcome given by the local Korean and Japanese 
pastors, and then there was a formal address by the 
Rev. James K. Chung, the Assistant General Secre- 
tary for all Korea, 

For the following days, the whole company was 
divided into four sections, each section studying sep- 
arately three hours in the forenoon. Then in the after- 
noon from 3 to § o'clock there was’a conference hour 
ending in two short addresses. The evenings were 
again given to mass meetings, a thousand or so peo- 
ple getting inside the church, and perhaps half as many 
more remaining out in the yard trying to catch a 
part of what was going on. 

In the meetings, the music was largely furnished 
by the choirs of children from the five or six churches 
of the city. A half dozen different musicians presided 
at the organ for the various sessions, and one young 
man led the congregational singing with his cornet. 

The total paid enrollment for the Convention was over 
eight hundred, not counting a couple of hundred local 
people who attended some of the meetings. Each of 
the ‘eight hundred paid all of his or her travel and 
board expenses and fifty sen matriculation fee for 
the Convention, so that all the expenses of the Con- 
vention were fully met. One-third of the delegates 
were women. Many of the delegates walked fifty miles 
to attend. The average probably walked ten miles. 
The committee in charge and all of the Sunday-school 
forces of the district have a right to congratulate 
themselves upon the’ success of the undertaking. The 
effect of the Convention will be felt far out in the 
little mountain villages for years to come. 

There are twenty Presbyteries in Korea and about 
a dozen similar Methodist districts. The Convention 
covered but one Presbytery district. It shows, how- 
ever, the possibilities of the work in all-Korea. Chris- 
tian religious education is a growing concern, and no 
one can prophesy how far it will develop.

Active Ceylon Christians 


ORE than half of the Protestant Christians in 

Ceylon are in the Sunday-school. There are ap- 
proximately seventy-six thousand in the Protestant 
churches in Ceylon, and the Sunday-school enrollment 
is 40,166 in the 808 schools which have 2,851 officers 
and teachers. These figures are given by Mr. J. Vin- 
ont Mendis, Secretary of the Ceylon Sunday School 

nion. 

Varied experiences were had by Mr. Mendis recently 
in a tour of the northwest area. After proceeding as 
far as he could in the helpful Ford, he had to com- 
plete the journey through rice fields on foot. <A 
shower forced him to seek temporary shelter, but soon 
he was at the place of meeting and found an audience 
of nine hundred of whom six hundred were non-Chris- 
tian men, women, and children. Mr. Mendis was im- 
portuned to ret«rn and spend a week in that area in 
the interest of evangelistic as well as general Sunday- 
school work. 

In decided contrast with such elemental work, Mr. 
Mendis’ next appointment was at the Training Colony, 
Peradeniya, where the Christian teachers have a pre- 
paratory school. These teachers take up the work in 
their near-by villages. 


A Syrian Sunday School Conference 


IDELY separated places were represented at the 

Third Triennial Syria Sunday School Conference, 
which was held at Souk-el-Gharb. Instead of seeking 
merely Sunday-school attendants, active leaders were 
especially invited. Delegates also came from Latahia 
and Aleppo in North Syria as well as from Damascus 
and Tripoli. Both Armenian and Syrian workers 
were present. Following the general meeting, most 
of the time during the four days was profitably spent 
in round table discussions. Among the items consid- 
ered were the following: The Departmental Sunday 
School, The Small School with a Single Teacher, 
The Vacation Bible School, Helps to Secure Attend- 
ance, Training Leaders, Winning Non-Protestants 
to Sunday School.. The Conference was arranged by 
the Rev. George H. Scherer, Executive Secretary of 
the Bible Lands Sunday School Union, which is affil- 
iated with the World’s Sunday School Association.

Haven, Francis B. Upham, William Phillips Hall, 
Frederick M. Gordon, E. C. Gremmels. 

The Secretary-Director is Samuel ‘H. Cuff, who was 
born in Jerusalem, lived in Palestine for more than 
twenty-one years, and who knows the country and 
speaks the language fluently. Mr. Cuff conducts the 
parties of the Institute through the Holy Land. 

In June, 1927, a group of sixteen persons went out 
under the direction of the Institute, — Sunday-school 
teachers, seminary students and professors, mission- 
aries, and pastors. Bible classes were held almost 
daily on sea and land. The party spent five days in 
Egypt, ten days in Jerusalem and the neighborhood, 
and ten days in Northern Palestine and Syria. One 
report from this group is typical of all, concerning this 
method of Bible study: “It has proved of incalculable 
value to us as Bible students by investing the Scrip- 
tures with a vividness, freshness, and significance not 
known before.” 

The Travel Institute of Bible Research was organ- 
ized with funds contributed for’ the furtherance of 
Bible study. The price charged for the trip of about 
seventy-five days is practically actual cost, $650.00, 
and, in view of this, only those in activé Christian 
work are entitled to the facilities it offers. This charge 


- does not include tips on shipboard, the original pass- 


port fee to the United States Government, deck chairs 
and blankets, nor items such as mineral waters listed 
on ship or hotel menus as extra. The price is based 
upon maximum second cabin staterooms, with. special 
privileges on the outward voyage, and staterooms on 
one-class ships on the homeward voyage, with first 
class hotels in Egypt, Northern Palestine, and Syria. 

The first party this spring, consisting of twenty- 
four persons, is organizing now to sail from New 
York on April 17, on the S.S. Providence of the Fabre 
Line,— from Boston, April 18. Four other similar 
parties are now planned to sail May 18, May 25, June 
15, and July 2.

Verse by Verse 


Mark 4:35.—On that day. The note of time is 
definite in Mark. Matthew 8:14-27 connects the 
stilling of the storm with the healing of Peter’s 
mother-in-law. But Matthew does. not say that the 
one event immediately followed the other. And Mat- 
thew’s arrangement is quite frequently dictated by sub- 
ject matter rather than by chronological sequence. 
Even. This is either the time between 3 P. M. and 
6 P. M., or between 6 P. M. and dark. Probably the 
former is meant here, otherwise there would scarcely 
be time for the events that follow. Unto the other side. 
After a long. and exciting day the Lord Jesus needed 
rest. He sought it on the lonely eastern shore of the 
lake away. from the towns and the crowds. 


Verse 36.—Even as he was. Even without stopping 
to make any preparation. They took him with them, 
that is, the men who owned the boat. But the reference 
includes also the other disciples. Other boats were 
with him. That belonging to the sons of Zebedee, 
for example, as well as others of which we are not 
told particularly. 


Verse 37.—A great storm of wind. It was one of 
those sudden and violent squalls to which the lake is 
notoriously exposed, for its surface lies about six hun- 
dred feet below sea level, and it is surrounded by 
mountain gorges which act as funnels to draw down 
the.cold winds from the mountain. Such winds are 
marked by their violence and by their suddenness. 
They often rise even when the sky is quite clear. The 
boatmen need to sail with a loose sheet which can be 
let go instantly in case of danger. The waves beat. 
Imperfect tense. Began to beat. 


Verse 38.—He himself was asleep. Observe the true 
humanity of the Lord Jesus. He was “in all points 
tempted like as we are’ (Heb. 4:15). He knew 
what it was to be overworked. He was so tired that 
not even the jumping of the heavy, clumsy fishin 
boat as she plunged jerkily into the short waves coul 
arouse him, nor yet the wet spray lashing upon his 
face. On the cushion. The leathern cushion on which 
the sternsman sat. 

Teacher. The title used was probably “Rabbi.” 
Carest thou not? Literally, “Doesn't it matter to 
you?” This pathetic appeal is peculiar to Mark’s 
account. The question perhaps implies that the Lord 
was just sufficiently aroused by the discomfort to be- 
come aware of what was happening, but that he 
dropped off to sleep again. We perish. The “we” 
probably includes the Lord Jesus with themselves. It 
was not that they already knéw that he was the Son 
of God or imagined that he was superior to the event 
of death. Their cry was rather, “We are all in dan- 
ger, and we cannot bear that thou shouldest be uncon- 
scious of it.” 

Verse 39.—Rebuked. The word contains the two 
ideas, chiding, and restraint through the chiding. 

Be still, literally, “Be muzzled.” A strong word in 
itself and made more so by the use of the perfect im- 
perative. We may compare our expression, “Have 
done with it.’ It means, “Be still and remain so.” 
We may see in this incident not the power of the 
Lord Jesus overcoming all forces hostile to himself; 
rather, we have a picture of “stormy wind, fulfilling 
his word” (Psa. 148: 8). 

Verse 40.—Why are ye fearful? Their lack of faith 
was of faith in himself, in his ability and willingness 
to.care for them. Yet they had already had so many 
attestations of both. Their appeal to him while he 
was. asleep was not the calm invocation of a trusted 
power, but the frightened reproach of men whose faith 
had béen defeated by danger. 


Verse 41.—They feared exceedingly. Their terror 
‘was transferred from the elements to the Lord. Who 
then is this? Out of such a question as this faith is 
ultimately to be born. For faith includes among its 
other elements that of a reasoned and right estimate 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. “Whosoever believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ is begotten of God’”’.(: John 5:1). 
Saving faith, indeed, means more than this. For “the 
demons also believe, and shudder” (Jas. 2:19). But 


it does include this. Logically faith begins with this. 


But in experience this is not necessarily so. Saving 
faith may begin, so far as a personal experience is 
concerned, with trust or with jence.

Golden Topics 


1. Note the mystery of the conjunction of real hu- 
man weakness and fatigue along with divine power in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Faith delights to recall that 
he was “in all points tempted like as we are” (Heb. 
4:15), and that includes weariness so great as to be 
insensible even to discomforts. 

2. Observe, too, the measure of light that is thrown, 
by the history of the demoniac, upon the mystery of 
unanswered prayer. Christ granted the prayer of 
the foolish crowd, but he refused the prayer of the 
man who had been healed. 


3. Note the positive teaching of this incident with 
regard to evil. Evil is real. It is not the mere absence 
of good. It is a positive, active thing. It is essentially 
a matter that has to do with personality. The storm 
-was not an evil in-the sense that the demon possession 
was. The one was a natural process, the other an 
unnatural and horrible condition. Man, who is the 
crown of nature, part of it, and yet standing in some 
senses outside it, is the one part of nature that is im- 
mediately affected by evil. As evil centers in a per- 
sonality, so its source is revealed to us as in person- 
alities, in this case, the demons. The purpose of the 
demons was destruction. The Devil was a murderer 
from the beginning (John 8:44). Perhaps also it 
may be well in some classes to point out to the pupils 
that the Lord Jesus has absclute power over devils as 
well as over everything else. - And that, therefore, 
they need not be afraid of anything like ghosts or other 
uncanny things if they belong to Christ.

Y SHOULD be our abiding concern as teachers to 
see that right associations are growing up in the 
minds of our pupils. How do they think of Jesus? 
Is he an effeminate individual in their thinking be- 
cause he manifested the gentler qualities of kindliness 
and sympathy, and do they think of him on the one 
hand as too divine to feel the frailties of men, or on 
the other hand, because human, unable to manifest the 
powers of God? The incident of the storm and its 
attendant -miracle should help them to recognize both 
his deity and humanity. Do they think of him as 
going about the countryside followed by an increasing 
troop of those who either wanted healing or had re- 
ceived it? The sending back home of the demoniac 
and his sending away the multitude, as well as other 
instances of similar sort which the class will recall, 
should help them to vision one to whom popularity 
was not a thing to be grasped at, and whose concern 
was primarily for the souls of men. 

Again, these miracles of power will suggest an asso- 
ciation that is’ always properly to be made. with the 
name of Jesus, namely, authority and power. Not 
only here where he manifests his authority over the 


forces of nature and over the spiritual forces of evil, . 


but throughout his ministry is manifest the fact that 
here is One of unusual power. His death was the 
voluntary yielding of his life for the sin of the world, 
and rightly looked at is also an exhibition of unique 
strength. Later, his own word is, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth.” We do well to sing 
often and emphasize often “the power of Jesus’ name.”

The Busy Men’s Corner

What Is It?—He awoke, and rebuked the wind, and 
said unto the sea, Peace, be still... And there was 
@ great calm (4:39). This was a great miracle, to 
be sure. Have you difficulty in believing it? Yet do 
you not easily accept some modern “miracles”? I 
am:on my way home from New York City where to- 
day I examined a radio exhibition at the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace and looked in on a convention of “radio 
fans” at the Hotel Pennsylvania. And just suppose, 
twenty-one years ago when I began writing these 
notes, I had suggested this radio marvel — what! 
Well, you fellows would have never had a chance to 
read “the drivel.” Mr. Editor would have blue 
penciled “the stuff,” and said to the publisher, “Phil, 
I fear Uncle Billy has gone dippy!” ‘Think of sitting 
in New York and hearing folks talk, sing, and fiddle 
over in London, and, as if that is not enough, hand you 
a photograph of the fellow who is doing it, all com- 
ing right through the air! Had anything like this 
been written in the Old Book (and the art lost) wow! 
How old man Scoffer would rant and roar. This 
is a stupendous mystery to me, this radio thing, what- 
ever it is. And no one knows what it is, so they told 
us in New York. I was up in the broadcasting room 
WJZ, and there sat “Norman” in a specially con- 
structed room telling the world the news right off 
the top of the Aeolian building. The words flew away 
to waiting ears far and wide upon the wings of the 
wind. By the way, Professor, what is this thing we 
call “wind” and which the Holy Ghost is like? - “Air 
in motion,” yes, we know, but what is air? What 
is electricity? What is gravitation? ‘What is life? 
Say, my boy, until they answer these questions, don’t 
let them fool you by questioning the shutting off of 
the wind and the smoothing down of. the water. 


The Automatic Universe.—Who then is this, that 
even the wind and the sea obey him? (v. 41.) Who 
then is this man in overalls,. that even electricity, 
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gravitation, and life obey him? The electrician, the 
scale maker, the doctor, yes, but only a wee little bit. 
Lightning every now and then sends a big Pennsyl- 
vania double decker batn, with all its crops, up in 
smoke. Only a while ago gravitation destroyed the 
big airship Shenandoah (she passed over us only an 
hour or two before the catastrophe, as we were motor- 
ing in from Gettysburg). Cancer and consumption 
continue to laugh at the doctor. But Christendom — 
mark you, I say “Christendom” —is making progress. 
Look back over the long way we have come. He who 
holds the winds in his hand is the One who is Mas- 
ter of the winds, and “Peace, be still” is the command 
of authority (Prov. 30:4). “Go!” I say to my ma- 
chine, and it goes. “Stop!” I say, and it stops. Why? 
I am he who made the machine and I hold it in the 
hollow of my hand, so to speak. When I am in my 
shop doing this at my pleasure and for my purpose, 
I laugh at the spiders in their webs on the walls and 
the big horse flies buzzing at the windows and the old 
gray rats in their holes under the floor who may be 
criticizing and telling themselves it is all foolishness 
and old wives’ fables —this handling of the thing I 
have created out of coal dust. and red dirt. Yes, just 
as God in whose image I am made has done with 
this big automatic universe that he has created, set up, 
and is running. As a matter of fact, everything in his 
automatic universe obeys God—but one thing, man. 
Are you one of the things? When he says, “Peace, be 
still,” are you? 


Our Wonder-Working Christ.—And they come to 
Jesus, and behold him that was possessed with demons 
sitting, clothed and in his right mind (5:15). Even 
the demons obey when Jesus says, “Peace, be still.” 
As I look back over the years, I can pick out men 
and women who were “possessed with demons.” I 
meet every day one of my neighbors who is a high 
official in his company. When he was a little shaver 
he was kept in his yard by the threat, “If you go out- 
side the fence Balky Bell will get you.” Balky was 
a noisy, quarrelsome, profane, and drunken iron 
worker. Then one day Balky Bell and Jesus Christ 
met, and for years Balky has been one of Coatesville’s 
most outstanding Christian mill men. Yes, he is 
still at times a little noisy, especially in class meeting 
with his “Amen, brothers!” and “Glory to God!” 
But he is just as sweet and agreeable as an angel. If 
he happens to be present at a meeting I am conduct- 
ing, | am more than likely to say: “Will Brother 
Balky please lead us in prayer?” Balky is the 
fellow the mill man sends for when the doctor says, 
“Make him comfortable, for I have done all I can.” 
The account says the people were afraid, but “afraid” 
is not the word. They ought indeed to have been 
afraid when the Devil possessed the man and he was 
on his rampage, but the feeling now was entirely dif- 
ferent. It was a wonder and awe, and the sense of 
being in the presence of something out of the usual. 
Just next door to reverence and worship. You have 
seen the same thing happen at a revival meeting, when 
a@ notorious sinner has broken down and gone to the 
mourners’ bench and found the Lord Jesus. The con- 
gregation has been deeply stirred, and many others 
have followed up the “sawdust trail.”

Faith’s Progress.—W hy are ye fearful? have ye not 
yet faith? (v. 40.) Dr. Arthur Pink has called atten- 
tion to some of the first steps in the Christian life 
that most readers might miss. “The beginning of 


_ faith is faith in the beginning,” he said. For we read, 


as the first step, that “by faith-we understand that 
the worlds have been framed by the word of God, 
so that what is seen hath not been made out of things 
which appear.” There is no true Christian faith that 
does not begin in recognition of God as the Creator. 
We must believe that before we can believe anything 
else. The next step is the worship of God through 
the blood sacrifice of his Son: “By faith Abel offered 
unto God a more excellent sacrifice than Cain”; for 
Cain rejected the atonement_and Abel accepted it. 
The next step is walking with God by faith; Enoch now 
comes into the record as one who, “before his trans- 
lation . . . had been well-pleasing unto God”; and 
Genesis has told us that “he walked with God.” Then 
comes Noah’s work for God in that he “prepared an 
ark to the saving of his house.” There is the neces- 
sary and invariable order, after accepting God as 
Creator: worship, walk, and work. We cannot walk 
with God until we worship him through the sacrifice 
of his Son. We cannot work for God until we are 
walking with him.

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know them, because they are spiritually 
discerned.” 

The Christian, however, need have no 
such difficulty. The Lord Jesus told us 
that when he went away he would send 
the Comforter, the Holy Spirit, and that 
he would guide us into all truth (John 
16: 13) ; that he would take of the things 
of Christ and show them unto us (John 
16:15). Well may the Christian exclaim 
with the Psalmist, “For ever, O Lord, 
thy word is settled in heaven” (Psa. 119: 
89), and with Paul, “For all the promises 
of God in him [Christ] are yea, and in 
him Amen, unto the glory of God by us” 
(2 Cor, 1: 20). 


But because the traits of human na- 
ture are not the same in each of us some 
of the teachings of the Lord Jesus Christ 
will seem more difficult than others. 
Nicodemus, the rich young ruler who 
came to Jesus by night, had an intellectual 
barrier that made it difficult for him to 
understand the teachings of Christ. The 
rich young man who claimed to have 
kept all the commandments from his 
youth up was hindered by his love of 
wealth. 

Even after we are saved there will be 
certain things that will tempt us more 
than others, and some of the Lord’s com- 
mands and precepts will seem harder to 
obey and follow than will others. But 
regardless of our own peculiar weakness, 
it is a glorious fact that-God’s grace is 
greater than all our need, and we may 
truly say with Paul, “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me.” 
We may have certain weaknesses of na- 
ture, but Christ’s nature is perfect, and if 
we will but let him live his life in us he 
can and will handle all those besetting 
temptations that seem so unconquerable 
to us. 

Let us never forget that anything the 
Lord Jesus Christ asks us to do is not im- 
practical or impossible. “He knoweth 
our frame” (Psa. 103:14), and he is 
touched with the feeling of our infirmities 
(Heb. 4:15). He makes no requirement 
of us that we cannot keep through his 
strength. Even the seemingly impossible 
thirteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians, with 
its heartsearching description of true love, 
is possible to us through the Lord Jesus. 
Let us trust him to perform and perfect 
the good work that he has begun in us 
(Phil. 1:6), knowing that he is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think (Eph. 3: 20).
